~The wide participation of women 
in all fields of industria} activity 
is noted in every area of the nation. 
They are to Le found in most tech- 
nical and professional fields as 
well ax in Congreas, op assembly 
fines of factories, on farnis, in 
stores, banks, schuels and even 
the armed forces. 

Approaimately 712 Crawford 
County women are pow employed, 
full-time or part-time outside the 
home, or are lovking for such 
work, according to the latest Gov- 
ernment estimate, updated to 
March, 1964. 

Nationally, the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics reports, there are 
25,430,000 in the labor force at the 
present time, as against 22,409- 
760 in 1960. All but 6 percent of 
them are employed. 

Locally, as wel! as elsewhere a- 
cross the country, it is the married 
women who are responsible for 
most of the increase in the number 
ot female workers. Their earnings 
have contributed greatly to the 
rise in family incomes in recent 
years.
